It was understood the propos- 


al was made to Vice President 
Xixon yesterday by Soviet Am- 
bassador Georgi Zarubin in an 
unusual 40-minute farewell call 
on the vice president. Zarubin 
is returning to Moscow next 
week. He is expected to be- 
come a deputy foreign minister. 


In the absence of any official 


confirmation, there were indi- 
cations that Xixon and state de- 
partment officials were favor- 
ably impressed with Zarubin's 
idea as one likely to promote 
good will. 


Space For Peace 


In that same talk. Xixon was 


said to have underscored Pres- 
ident Eisenhower's proposal for 
an agreement to preserve space 
for peaceful use. The vice presi- 
dent apparently got no commit- 
ment from Zarubin on his sug- 
gestion that the Russians move 
toward negotiations on Eisen- 
hower's proposal. 


An announcement is expected 


within the next few days of a 
U. S. - Russian agreement for 
exchanges of persons and dele-1 
gations between the two coun- 
tries.

Public Critical of U.N. in Hungarian Crisis 


Mr. Doerfer's Foof S//ps 


Wisconsin's John C. Doerfer, chairman 


of the Federal Communications commis- 
sion, insists he did no wrong in accepting 
S575 from the National Association of Ra- 
dio and Television Broadcasters for mak- 
ing a speech at its convention in Spokane, 
Wash. He admits the government paid his 
traveling expenses; the $575, he says, was 
an "honorarium"' which the law permits 
commissioners to accept. 


Whether acceptance of the honorarium 


was legal or not does not particularly inter- 
est us. We are interested in the fact that 
the chairman of a federal commission 
would use such poor judgment as to accept 
money from an association representing the 
very people who most often appear before 
that commission. 


The NARTB (the name has since been 


shortened to National Association of Broad- 
casters) is the voice of the broadcasting in- 
dustry, including both individual radio and 
television stations and the big networks. 
Among other things its leaders have been 
in the forefront of the battle against '"pay- 
as-you-see" television, which has been one 
of the most important issues before the 
FCC in recent years. The president of the 
NARTB has been one of the most outspok- 
en foes of pay-TV. Naturally, he and his as- 
sociates are interested in keeping the chair- 
man of the FCC friendlv toward them. 


Naturally, they are only too happy to pay 
"honorariums" to any commissioner foolish 
enough to accept one- 


Commissions like the FCC, the FTC. the 


ICC and the CAB have tremendous power 
over the industries they are supposed to 
regulate in the interest of the public — 
much more power, in fact, than they should 
have under our supposedly free enterprise 
economy. That power extends not only to 
the industries as such, but to individuals 
and companies within those industries. In 
some cases a ruling from one of these com- 
missions can spell life or death for a busi- 
ness enterprise. 


Certainly members of these commis- 


sions should be required to observe rules of 
propriety as strict as those that apply 10 
judges on the bench. A commissioner who 
hobnobs with the powerful people of an in- 
dustry he is supposed to be helping to regu- 
late cannot avoid being the target of un- 
healthy suspicion. Certainly he should 
never accept favors from such people, 
whether it be in the form of cash or other 
gratuities. 


If Mr. Doerfer's judgment is so poor 


that he cannot see the impropriety of his 
actions, we wonder how he is able to pass 
judgment on the difficult and complex 
cases that come before the commission he 
heads. 


Evaluating Our Road Systems 


It is good to know that the legislature, 


through its interim committee on highways, 
is making progress on a serious and thor- 
ough-going evalution of Wisconsin's enorm- 
ous network of local roads. The system 
hasn't been re-examined in its fiscal aspects 
for nearly a quarter of a century. 


A likely result of the inventory now un- 


derway will be a proposal for a new 
statutory classification system for those 
roads, for the purpose of administering the 
huge state road subsidy appropriations in 
the future. 


The new classifications are likely to be 


based on such practical considerations as 
traffic, service potential and communica- 
tions significance, instead of the irrelevant 
criteria of political jurisdiction that has ob- 


tained in the past. Obviously, it matters lit- 
tle to the road user whether a road is a 
"town'" road, for example, or a "county"' 
road. What he is concerned about is its 
serviceability, and its cost to him in rela- 
tion to its relative traffic carrying record. 


This inventory is actually an audit — a 


check on the justification of a multi-million 
dollar state aid program and additional 
multi-million dollar sums paid out fay the 
property taxpayer. 


As such it is one of the most important 


and useful of the works that could have 
been conceived by Sen. Miller's legislative 
committee — about which we have offered 
some unflattering observations for a lack of 
enterprise and imagination during previous 
years. 


Ski Hell! 


The tremendous'growth of skiing in this 


area as a winter sport continues unabated. . 
Although the snow has been light so far in 
Wisconsin this year and is always an un- 
predictable factor, new ski resorts open 
every year. There are now more than 
eighteen skiing areas in Wisconsin and an- 
other half-dozen in Upper Michigan open to 
the public although the terrain "in many 
sections can't compare with the mountain 
districts of the East or West. 


Skiing developed in this country in sev- 


eral sections. Ski jumping, almost entirely 
a spectator sport except for a handful of 
daredevils, grew in the Upper Michigan 
peninsula and still has its more devoted ad- 
vocates in that part of the country. Down- 
hill and slalom skiing came from the East, 
notably Dartmouth college and the Lake 
Placid Olympics of 1932. The first ski train 
was run from Boston to the White Moun- 
tains, and the first ski report, now a regu- 
lar feature in newspapers everywhere ex- 
cept the South, was a column called ''Old 
Man Winter" in the Boston Evening Tran- 
script. 


• But there were earlier devotees of skiing 


in the Far West One of the pioneers was a 
mail carrier called "Snowshoe" Thomson 
who had a route of 91 miles through the 
Sierras on the California-Xevada border. 


Carrying a 100-pound pack..he never once 
failed to make the trip despite blizzards, 
drop-offs 
and 
tremendous drifts. 
His 


"snowshoes"' were 12-foot skis. 


Miners in the area, with little to do in the 


winter, began using these so-called snow- 
shoes. A Yankee from Maine, Isaac Stew- 
ard, started the first ski club, the Alturas 
Snowshoe Club of La Porte. Calif., in 1867 
but there had been downhill tournaments 
in that area as early as 1850. Racers used 
10 to 12-foot skis, carried one thick stick for 
balance and the start, and their downhill 
form was almost a sitting position. 


Skiing today, with rope, T-bar and chair 


lifts, heated chalets and a variety of attrac- 
tive ski^ apparel and refreshments, is a far 
cry from the sport enjoyed by the rugged 
Sierra miners. It appeals to people partly 
because almost anyone can learn the funda- 
mentals and progress at one's own "rate, 
partly because it is a good family activity, 
partly because of the glamour now associ- 
ated with the sport, partly because it's a 
good way to keep warm through the long 
Wisconsin winter. 


But whatever the reasons, more and 


inore Americans are picking up ihe sport 
and themselves — every season. From 
snow-bunnies to schussboomers, ihe tribe 
is increasing.

drawal of her troops from 
Hungarian soil. When these 
resolutions failed to move 
the Russians, the General 
Assembly 
in 
September, 


1957, almost a year after the 
uprising, again passed a res- 
olution of censure, this time 
appointing Prince Wan of 
Thailand to try to win com- 
pliance from the Russians. 
Prince Wan was unsuccess- 
ful in this effort. 


Before and After 


To test world opinion to-, 


ward the relative inaction at 
the time of the revolt as well 
as to the U. X. condemna- 
tion of Russia. World-Poll 
asked the following question 
on two separate occasions 
— once in August 1957. and 
again in December 1957. aft- 
er passage of the second se- 
ries of U. X. resolutions. 


"Do yon think the U. N. 


did everything' it should have 
done in the Hungarian crisis, 
or not?" 


In August, there were size- 


able proportions who ex- 
pressed no opinion — ma- 
jorities of the public outside 
of Europe. Among those 
who did voice an opinion, the 
weight of public sentiment 
was clearly that the L'.

A Japanese 
laborer said, ''It'll serve a 
useful purpose for the cause 
of humanity. The Soviet will 
never again do this kind or 
thing." A Frenchman said. 
"Russia has been warned." 
Another W e s t European 
said, "If one didn't stop the 
Russians, they would come 
into this country, too." 


'Russia Doesn't Care* 


But there were also those 
who felt the U. X. action 
would have no influence on 
Russia: "The Russians are 
still there." "The Russians 
don't care what we think."' 
"Russia pays no attention." 
"It condemns them in the 
eyes of the free world, but to 
the men in the Kremlin who 
have no religious beliefs, it 
means nothing."' 


The U. X". resolution was 


also approved or disapprov- 
ed on other grounds than its 
effect on Russia, but this 
happened less frequently. 
For example, some who fav- 
-ored the resolution said it 
gave moral support to the • 
Hungarians and showed the 
world the extent of Russian 
disregard for human liber- 
ties.

Others criticized the U. X.

The West Failed 


Altogether, in the eyes of 


the average citizen, the West 
and the United Xations fail-

rising. Somewhat paradoxi- 
cally, however, as reported 
in last week's World-Poll, 
most people today are in- 
clined to favor a policy of 
inaction in the event of an 
East German revolt against 
Russian domination.
